Air Base Bill Favored 

“Frontier air-defense bases” in stra- 
tegic areas of the United States at an 
estimated cost of $110,000,000 are au- 
thorized in a bill, introduced by Repre- 
sentative Wilcox, of Fivrida, and several 
times revised, and reported Wednesday 
from the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee. 

The bill provides for key bases in 
seven locations—the Atlantic Northeast, 
the Atlantic Southeast and Carribean 
areas, the Southeastern States, the Paci- 
fic Northwest, Alaska and the Rocky 
Mountain area as well as such inter- 
mediate stations as will provide for 
transcontinental movements incident to 
the concentration of the General Head- 
quarters Air Force for maneuvers. The 
Secretary of War is directed to select 
the sites for such stations and depots 
as he deems essential “for the effective 
peace-time training of the General 
Headquarters Air Force and the Air 
Corps components of our overseas garri-

Urge West Point Bill 

Increase of the personnel strength of 
the Army by 2,000 officers, with one half 
coming from West Point and one half 
coming from ROTC graduates and Army 
enlisted ranks, was proposed by the War 
Department this week. 

The proposal was made before a House 
Military Affairs Subcommittee, which 
was holding hearings on S. 2105, provid- 
ing for additional appointments to the 
Military Academy. In an effort to meet 
the objections of Representative John 
J. McSwain, chairman of the House 
Military Committee, to the West Point 
bill, Brig. Gen. Andrew Moses, assistant 
Chief of Staff, presented the subcom- 
mittee with a draft of a proposed bill 
which would provide appointments for 
enlisted men and ROTC graduates with- 
out preventing the commissioning of 
West Puint graduates. 

Chairman McSwain has opposed S&S. 
2105 and has introduced a bill of his 
own which would permit the commis-

House Gets Navy Bill 
Totaling $457,786,261 


Advocating a delay in laying down 
next year’s naval building program until 
after the arms limitation conference, 
the House Appropriations Committee re- 
ported the annual naval supply bill April 
23 after cutting the funds for new con- 
struction in half. 

The committee reduced by $14,690,000 
the funds provided in the budget esti- 


mates for laying down next year one 
aircraft carrier, two light cruisers, 15 
destroyers and six submarines and 


urged that the construction of them all 
be deferred until after the first of next 
year. In taking this action, however, the 
committee left the actual decision in the 
matter up to the Administration, point- 
ing out in their report that if the Presi- 
dent decides not to defer the ships, sup- 
plemental appropriations can be vro 
vided at the next session. 

It is not expected that the committee’s 
action will delay the building program, 
however. According to reports, the com 
mittee originally intended to include a 
proviso that the new ships could not be 
laid down after February, 1936. Pres- 
sure from the Administration, however, 
resulted in this being left out, and the 
committee contented itself merely with 
leaving out half of the money needed 


during 1936 for construction of the 
vessels. 

Representative Carl Vinson, of Ga., 
chairman of the House Naval Affairs 


Committee, who opposed the delay ad 
vocated by the Appropriation Com- 
mittee members, declares himself satis- 
fied with the situation, and Secretary 
of the Navy Swanson states that, while 
nothing is yet definitely decided, the 
building program will proceed. JPoubt- 
less, however, an attempt will be made 
on the floor of the House to put back 
the funds withheld by the committee. 

“We could carry on,” Secretary Swan- 
son said, “The bill authorizes us to, but 
only gives us six months’ money. We 
could go ahead till we got some more 
money. What we are going to do is un- 
decided.” 

As reported to the House the naval 
appropriation bill carries $457,786,261, 
which constitutes a reduction of $27,- 
657,586 under the Budget estimates. In 
addition to the curtailment in funds for 
new construction, the committee made 
large reductions in the appropriations 
for aviation and for shore construction. 
From aviation funds the committee cut 
$8,784,400, permitting, however, contact 
authorization for $5,000,000 of new air- 
craft. This will mean that the precure- 
ment of new airplanes to that amount 
can go ahead, but that money for their 
payment must be appropriated later. 

Of the actual reduction under air- 
craft, the largest cut is in spare engines. 
The sum of $3,180,000 was withheld by 
reducing the allowance of spares with 
new procurement from 25 per cent to 10 
per cent. The remainder of the reduc- 
tion was in lighter-than-air activities. 
There the committee, eliminated money 
for the construction of a small non- 
rigid airship to cost $120,000, and. cut 
funds for operation of the naval air sta-

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Editors Discuss Anti-War Strikes of American College Students 


The recent anti-war strikes of students in American schools and colleges 
aroused a considerable amount of comment on the part of newspaper editors. While 
sympathy with the objective of peace was expressed, the method or probable re- 
sults came in for little praise. 





The Kalamazoo Gazette states, “The psychology of peace and the psychology of 
war are by no means identical. It is one thing to take a pacifist pledge in peacetime 
and quite another thing to remember and keep that pledge when one’s homeland 
is actually endangered. The spirit of war is infectious and nowhere is its effect 
stronger than with youth.” 





The Cleveland Neirs observes: “The time may come when democracy has to 
be defended with something besides oratory. But the enemies of democracy are so 
thoroughly in disrepute among our collegians that no doubt the latter would be 
among the first to rush to democracy’s defense if it were challenged by armed force.” 





“The students made themselves mildly ridiculous,” believes the Lynchburg ( Va.) 
tdvunce, which continues, “The interest of the students in peace is worthy and 
understandable. No doubt the sentiment is fairly general throughout the land, 
cherished by every section of the population. However, it is doubtful if the spirit 
of pacifism is more predominant in college students than it is in hucksters, tobacco 
farmers or fishermen. But there is no sense in becoming militant about one’s 
longing for peace. Especially while peace prevails on all sides. The truth of the 
matter is that if there should develop a situation which could so affect public opin- 
ion as to force this country into war, all this peace talk would be quickly forgotten.” 





“Nearly everybody dreads the possibilities of another war,” says the Philadel- 
phia Lvening Bulletin, “The chief criticism of the school movement is that while 





exploiting the rights of citizens, it overlooks and to some extent denies their <uties 
One of these duties is loyalty to the Constitutional Government, and service in tly 
defense of the Nation when it shall be required. To ‘strike’ against war, whie 
could not be without the decree of Congress, which, in turn, would not be voted 
except there existed a commanding publie opinion for such action, is not Cconsistey 
with any ideal of American patriotism.” 





“Such demonstrations often do more harm than good,” says the Birminghay 
(Ala.) News, adding that “by taking an attitude which is too extreme, those who 
engage in them frequently obscure the main issue.” The Vews concludes: * If th 
students in our colleges really desire to serve the cause of world peace, le’ they 
align themselves with the established agencies which are working with such cads jy 
view. Let them study the existing situations in order that their leadership in th 
future may possess the power and authenticity which never can be gained 5 y the 
excited cries of young men whose idealism has not been tempered by a sense of 
reality. If members of the coming generation can take steps designed to bring 
about a more civilized method of settling international disagreements, they wil] 
not find any difficulty in enlisting the sympathetic support of their elders. But fire 
brand tactics will not gain the day.” 





The Akron (Ohio) Beacon Journal argues as to the futility of war: “Tor all 
the billions squandered on the World War, not one of the idyllic objectives pro- 
claimed as our reason for joining it has been realized. Dictators have usurped the 
sovereignty of the European democracies that we set out to save, and by their 
arrogance and imperial ambitions have just given civilization another war scare 
With such a defiant answer to the peace and disarmament missions our Government 
ever since Armistice day has been dispatching to Old World rulers, Uncle Sam ean 
hardly be blamed for wanting no partnership in their quarrels or for his resolu 
tion to look rather tardily to his own interests.

Additional Army Enlisted Men 


The act of Congress making appro 
priations for the military activities of 
the War Department for the fiscal yea 
1936, approved April 9, 1935, provides 
for an increase in the enlisted strengt! 
of the Regular Army from an averag 
of 118,750 to an average of 165.000 en 
listed men, or an increase of 46,250.

The bill assuring that full credit will 
be given in computing longevity pay, 
which was passed by the Senate, has 
peen referred to the Military Committee 
in the House. In the Senate it was in- 
treduced by Senator Trammell and 
handled by the Naval Committee and it 
was planned by its sponsors to have 
it handled by the Naval Committee in 
the House. However, when it reached 
that body the Speaker referred it to the 
Military Committee, inasmuch as it ap- 
plies to all the serviges.

It is aimed to forestall the 
Comptroller General from denying credit 
for the three vears of the economy act 
in computing longevity pay. 





Revort National Guard Bill 

A bill, urged by the National Guard 
Association, to amend the 1933 act 
setting up the National Guard of the 
United States, has been favorably re- 
ported to the House by Chairman Mc- 
Swain of the House Military Affairs 
Committee. The measure was vigorously 
opposed by the Reserve Officers, but after 
conferences in which differences between 
the Reserves and the National Guard 
were ironed out, Lt. Col. Frank E. Lowe, 
president of the Reserve Officers Asso- 
ciation, and Maj. Gen. Milton A. Record, 
legislative representative of the National 
Guard Association, agreed upon amend- 
ments which the Committee adopted. 

Secretary of War Dern in reporting on 
the proposed amendments cited the new 
status of the National Guard as a 
Federal force, which became effective 
April 4, 1934, declaring that “the Na- 
tional Guard of the United States has 
been in existence only 11 months. and 
the provisions of the act of June 15, 
1933, have not had a thorough trial.” He 
added that “no emergency exists nor can 
any be forseen that justifies at this 
time amendments of the law respecting 
the National Guard of the United States. 
It is the view of the War Department

“provided further, That in all grades be- 
low that of colonel the number in each 
grade will be limited only by the supply 
of qualified officers and enlisted men 
available within the National Guard.”

However, it is understood that the 
Inspector’s investigation of the commit- 
tee’s charges has not been completed 
and, as a matter of fact, probably will 
not be completed prior to the date set 
by the committee in its “ultimatum”. In 
the meanwhile, however, the Secretary 
has advised the Committee that the in- 
vestigation of the allegations against 
Col. Joseph I. McMullen, JAGD, USA, 
have been completed. 

“It is affrmatively established,” Mr. 
Dern wrote to the committee “that dur- 
ing 1931-32 Colonel McMullen engaged 
in private practice of the law which 
was, so far as can now be determined, 
violative of certain sections of the 
United States code and of certain other 
Federal statutes.’ However, Mr. Dern 
said that the statute of limitations pre- 
vented the Army trying him by court- 
martial so the data was being turned 
over to the Attorney General. The Ad- 
jutant General, it was announced, that 
sent a letter of reprimand to Colonel 
MeMullen, saying in part: 

“It is aflirmatively established * * * 
that you caused Government business 
connected with patent claims, with 
which you were associated in your 
ofticial capacity, to be placed with a 
law firm with which a member of your 
immediate family was employed. 

“It is further established that you 
engaged in private legal activities for 
compensation as attorney for firms 
whose interests were closely related 
to the interests of the Government. 

“So scandalous was your action in 
this latter matter that positive steps 
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looking to your trial by court-martial 
therefor would be taken did not the | 
statute of limitations set forth in the | 
Articles of War interpose a bar to the 

prosecution of such a trial. 

“The Secretary of War, however, | 
directs me to convey to you his deepest 
censure for both these acts, which he | 
regards as violative of the ethics and 
standards of the service and to spread 
upon your military record this letter 
of reprimand as the official expression | 
of the War Department’s reprobation | 
for your established misconduct.” 

In the Foulois case, what the com- | 
mittee apparently fails to comprehend is 
that in the Army every man is entitled | 
to a fair and complete investigation of 
any charges brought against him and 
that the mere presentation of charges, 
even though it be from a Congressional 
committee, does not warrant action 
against him without a thorough study 
and an opportunity to reply. 

The. statement frequently has been 
made that these committee charges have 
heen pending since last July. While 
this is true, it is also true that even 
though the War Department in August 
requested the committee to give it copies 
of the testimony on which the charges 
against General Foulois were based the 
committee delayed turning this data 
over to the Department until December 
13. Immediately upon receipt of this 
data the matter was put into the hands 
of the Inspector General and it is under- 
stood that ever since that data an In- 
spector has been assidiously taking testi- 
mony from witnesses (some in distant 
corners of the country) regarding 80 
different allegations. 

Even after the completion of the in- 
vestigation, General Foulois will have 
the right to demand a Court of Inquiry. 

Much has been said of the committee 
threatening to hold up legislation re- 
quested by the Department until its 
wishes in the Foulois case are complied 
with. However, it must be admitted 
that the record of the committee under 
its present chairman reveals little effort 
even prior to the Foulois case to handle 
legislation recommended by the Depart- 
ment.

General Harbord Talks 


In his usually scholarly and interesting 
manner, Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord, 
Chairman of the Board of the Radio 
Corporation of America, discussed Na- 
tional Defense last night at the com- 
bined meeting of the Commonwealth 
and Commercial Clubs of Cincinnati, 
Ohio. After a vivid picture of condi- 
tions in the United States and our 
points of foreign friction and a refer- 
ence to the threats of war which men- 
ace the peace of the world and that of 
our own country, the General described 
our position as second at sea, fourth 
in the air and last in land armed forces 
of all the great nations. He emphasized 
that a rock-bottom safety factor for 
our peace-loving nation is a _ strong 
enough Army and Navy to hold off an 
invader until we could mobilize our un- 
prepared people and our famous re- 
sources to repulse an attack. He in- 
sisted that safety demands a Navy as 
strong as that of our strongest possible 
opponent. The Vinson building law 
gives us for the first time in our his- 
tory a business like replacement pro- 
gram for ships and an orderly plan for 
obtaining naval aircraft and personnel. 
If other Nations insist on keeping their 
Navies at full treaty strength, we should 
follow the Vinson law to completion. 

The General further said that our 
existing Army is not enough to guard 
us from surprise attacks without ne- 
glecting other vital duties. The Army 
bill signed by the President on April 
9th providing for 165,000 men—certainly 
a move in the right direction—still is 
only about 59 per cent of the peace time 
strength specified before the lessons of 
the World War had grown dim. He re- 
ferred to the weakness in numbers of 
the National Guard and the Enlisted 
Reserve Corps and the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. He commented upon the fact 
that we have not yet authorized selec- 
tive service and that we are still far 
behind other countries in provision for 
Industrial mobilization. 

“A law permitting the President to 
mobilize industry speedily,” the General 
declared, “is as necessary as one per- 
mitting him to call men. And when men 
are offering their lives, industry should 
give its service without profit. * * * 
If taking the profit out of war will end 
war, taking the profit out of peace will 
end peace. Economic urge will step in, 
human nature will assert itself and war 
will begin again. Taking the profit out 
of war is a noble aim—but it must in- 
clude at least three kinds of profit. That 
commercial profit found in war by cor- 
porations and individuals; the political 
profit sought by statesmen, and the 
profit resulting to nations.” Finding 
that the United States, innocent and 
opulent, gained no profit from participa- 





tion in the World War, the General re 
cited the territorial and other acquis. 
tions by participating nations. Op, 
creditable hatred of war finds reflection 
in such things as some of the wild 
claims and counter-claims of the current 
munition uproar. The amount of muzi. 
tions sold abroad by American firms jg 
trifling. Thére is not. a single manufae. 
turing concern in this country engageg 
exclusively in ordnance production, nor 
in any other sueh property described 
as munitions except to an insignificant 
extent. Searching out the real truth 
about munitions is in the public inter. 
est. Our danger lies in twisting a few 
sensational and unrelated facts. The 
General spoke of the loose talk in ¢op. 
nection with “war in the air,” and de 
cried the notion that our cities could be 
destroyed by hostile planes. He said ip 
this connection: 

“Every bomb dropped on a no- 
combatant means just that much leg 
ammunition at the front, where the rea] 
fighting is. Even if feelings of human. 
ity did not condemn bombarding de 
fenseless towns, military common sense 
would. The role of baby-killers is not 
assigned to air-bombers by those who 
understand the real uses of military 
aviation.” 

The General feels we should drop all 
dirigible construction, but he advocates 
completion of the Army program calling 
for 2,320 airplanes, pointing out that 
such craft are demanded for protection 
against other airplanes, for observation 
at sea and on land, especially in treeless 
enemy territory, and that they remain 
as an auxiliary arm of our sea and 
land forces. “Let us not allow the ap 
peal of their romantic newness to sweep 
us into a cloudland in planning out de 
fense.” He closed with this warning: 

“We dare not be ill prepared when 
racial hatreds and megalomanias, world 
over, are trooping to the colors—while 
enlarged fleets, armies and air squad- 
rons everywhere inform us that ancient 
grudges are feeding fat again through 
Europe and Asia. We cannot afford to 
be so afraid of preparedness that no 
other country will be afraid of us. Its 
cost is little as against the possible al- 
ternative cost of being conquered. Help 
lessness did not save Belgium, any more 
than it saved Peru and Mexico from the 
Spaniards, or China from the Manchus 
History still repeats itself.”

DESERVING OF A SALUTE is the Midshipman who wrote a letter to the 
Washington Post protesting against the recent student anti-war strike. He pre- 
sented to the readers of that newspaper a true picture of the responsibility of the 
young men who are fitting themselves for permanent careers in the Armed Services, 
and reminded them of the fact that Cadets and Midshipmen come from the same 
walks of life as the civilian collegians. Probably two reasons were responsible for 
the student strike, such as it was, the first, inspiration from pacifist sources, and 
the second, the natural disposition of youth to engage in anything in the nature of 
a frolic. A survey of the press of the country shows that the demonstration aroused 
generally merely a mild interest, and in some cases was ridiculed. Few found it in 
any way a real contribution to the cause of peace. Moreover, there seemed general 
agreement that if the country should call the first volunteers would be many of the 
participants in the strike. We cannot forbear repeating that the most ardent 
opponents of war are the men serving in the Army and Navy, whether active or 
reserve. It is because of their earnest desire for the country to remain in peace 
that they are squarely behind the policies of President Roosevelt to increase the 
Army and the National Guard to the numbers deemed necessary by military thought 
and to augment the training of Reserves, so that our land forces shall be able to 
discharge their mission; and to build up the Navy to the strength permitted by 
Treaty. A nation in a respectable posture of defense to quote George Washington, 
means to a very large extent a Nation to be let alone. Clearly this is the view of 
the President and of the Congress, as shown by the pending appropriation bill. 


BY REASON OF THE POSITIONS THEY occupy, a heavy responsibility rests 
upon the Chairman of the Military Committees of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives. Under the Constitution, Congress is vested with the sole duty to provide 
for the National Defense. In the Senate, that obligation is being discharged with 
devoted fidelity to the public interest as a result of the earnest and painstaking 
efforts of Senator Sheppard, of Texas. Due to the initiative and insistence of this 
distinguished statesman, the Senate Committee promptly reported to, and the 
Senate passed, bills, providing for promotion reform for the Army and for an 
increase in the number of annual appointments to West Point. In the House, 
Representative McSwain has engaged in manoeuvres which, whether intentional 
or not, are so working out that unless arrested the Army will be deprived of the 
opportunity for promotion, which is essential to the development of its morale, will 
prevent the increase in the commissioned strength required by the enlargement of 
the enlisted personnel, and are endangering the good relations existing between the 
Regular Army, the National Guard and the Reserve component. Mr. McSwain 
obviously also is seeking to divide the commissioned personnel of the Regular 
Army, an effort which, if successful, would weaken the ability of the Army to dis- 
charge its mission, but which cannot succeed because of the loyalty that permeates 
all ranks. In his extension of remarks in the Congressional Record of April 23, 
Mr. McSwain endeavors to show that the General Staff is seeking to create a com- 
missioned personnel of 80 per cent of West Pointers, when, as a matter of fact, 
General MacArthur is insistent upon the value of civilian appointments as well: 
“Some of the very finest officers we have come from sources other than the Military 
Academy.” The single grudging compliment Mr. McSwain pays to West Point is 
that it is a “good school,” and that the “dress parade of the cadets is very pretty, 
but dress parades do not win wars.” General MacArthur holds that he would not, 
even if there were authority therefor, confine officers to graduates of the Military 
Academy, for in appointments from the enlisted personnel, from the National 
Guard and the R.O.T.C., he sees advantages, such as new lines of thought, and 
the tieing in of the Regular Army with the type of men that have to fight a war. 
But irrespective of the merits involved in each method of appointment, the fact 
stands out that Mr. McSwain as chairman of the Committee is arrogating to himself 
the spokesmanship for the committee, which is not the case, and is deliberately 
using his position to prevent enactments important to Army efficiency. 


IT WOULD SEEM THAT CONGRESS is determined to enact at this session 
a bill for the immediate payment of the bonus to World War Veterans, and that 
the measure would be passed over a presidential veto. In view of this probability, 
Senator Harrison, chairman of the Senate Finance Committee, has reported a 
bill, said to be acceptable to the President, which authorizes the exchange of ad- 
justed service certificates for 3 per cent bonds. As the prospect of the enactment 
of the measure seems bright, it occurs to us that Congress should incorporate in 
the legislation a provision granting the bonus to all veterans whatever the rank they 
held during the World War. Under the Adjusted Compensation Act, veterans 
above the rank of Captain are excluded from its benefits. This is a discrimination 
which should be corrected as we have advised Senator Harrison.

F. J. B—The service ribbons for the 
Mexican Border Service Medal and the 
Victory Medal should be worn on the left 
breast in order of the date of the services 
performed from right to left of the 
wearer as follows: Mexican’ Border 
Service Medal and Victory Medal. Sec- 
tion V, paragraph 50 (2) Army Regula- 
tions No. 600-40. 

When two or more foreign decorations 
are worn they will be placed to the left 
of all American decorations and service 
medals in order of receipt and if from 
the same foreign country, the order of 
precedence of those particular decora- 
tions will be determined by the rules of 
the country concerned. 

It is understood that the Verdun 
Medal is not an official decoration but that 
it is a souvenir badge established by the 
City Government of Verdun, France, and 
therefore, it is not authorized to be worm 
on the United States Army uniform, nor 
is any ribbon pertinent thereto author- 
ized to be so worn.

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Urge West Point Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 
soning of only the upper half of each 
West Point class and authorize appoint- 
pent of an equal number of officers from 
the Oflicers Reserve Corps and enlisted 
ranks. His bill contemplates an officer 
strength of the present size. The pro- 
posal advanced by General Moses on 
pehalf of the Chief of Staff, General 
Douglas MacArthur, would in 8 or 9 
years result in an officer strength of 

14,000. 

“The Chief of Staff has especially 
asked me to bring to your attention,” 
General Moses said at the hearing April 
», “the possibility of enacting a bill 
cemplementary to the one we are now 
ensidering, which he believes would 
substantially meet the desires and sug- 
gstions of Chairman McSwain, and 
which would gradually build up the offi- 
er strength of the Army to the neces- 
sary total of 14,000. This is to be prin- 
cipally in the combat branches. Until 
this limit is reached, it is proposed that 
there be commissioned each year, first, 
all cadets graduated that year from the 
Military Academy as now provided by 
law, and second, an equal number of pro- 
motion-list ofticers to be obtained from 
the other sources now prescribed in the 
National Defense Act, which include Air 
Corps and other Reserves, warrant offi- 
ers and enlisted men of the several 
components of the Army of the United 
States. I have prepared a tentative draft 
of a bill which is intended to carry out 
the above idea. 

“The Chief of Staff. has especially 
asked me to call your attention, how- 
ever, to the fact that there is no conflict 
between this suggested bill and the bill 
now under consideration for increasing 
the number of cadets at West Point. 
He hopes that the West Point bill may 
be reported out favorably by the Com- 
nittee without delay, so that the mem- 
bers of Congress can make their ap- 
pointments in time to fill the vacancies 
created by July 1, 1935. 

“The appointment of officers from 
other sources in addition to those from 





the Military Academy is most desirable. 
The Army welcomes these men. Some 
of the very finest officers we have come 
from such sources; and there are other 
advantages that are even greater than 
the individual merit of such officers. It 
ties the Regular Army in with the type 
of men that have to fight the war, be- 
cause the great bulk of such are going 
to be civilians who are mustered in for 
the emergency. It brings in new lines 
of thought. The War Department would 
not, if it had the authority, have all the 
officers of the Army graduates of the 
Military Academy.” 

Following General Moses’ presentation 
of a statement in support of S. 2105, 
Representative McSwain took the wit- 
ness stand. He challenged the statement 
made in the War Department report in 
which President Roosevelt was quoted as 
stating that he desired that the West 
Point increase be provided at the pres- 
ent session of Congress. The Representa- 
tive said he had recently talked with 
the President and had an entirely differ- 
ent idea of what he desired. Mr. Me- 
Swain said he would not quote what 
the President said to him, as he under- 
stood that this was improper. 

The War Department proposal of a 
companion bill to S. 2015, Representative 
McSwain spurned. “The War Depart- 
ment compromise,” he said, “rests on the 
premise that Congress will appropriate 
money for an increase in officer 
strength. We considered the question of 
an increase in the Thomason bill and 
concluded that we should train two 
thousand Reserve officers anually rather 
than increase the number of Regular 
officers. Of course, the committee can re- 
consider that action, but as far as I am 
concerned that is the answer to the pres- 
ent proposition.” 

General Moses. presented figures 
which showed that at present 38.6 per 
cent of the officers of the Army are 
West Point graduates. 

“In the period 1866-1934, inclusive, 
23,264 officers were commissioned in the 
promotion list branches of the Regular 
Army,” he testified. “Of this number 
15,272 or 65.6% were men who were not 





graduates of West Point. The relatively 
small. remainder, 7,992 or 34.4% were 
graduates of the United States Military 
Academy.” 

“If S. 2105, the bill now under con- 
sideration, is enacted into law,” he 
said, “the maximum number of cadets 
authorized to be at the Military Acad- 
emy at any one time would be 1959, un- 
til the year 1941, when the number 
would drop to 1919 due to the fact that 
thereafter there would be no sons of 
veterans killed in action in the World 
War who could be of an appropriate 
entrance age.” 

Speaking on the facilities of the Acad- 
emy to handle an increase General 
Moses said: 

“The Military Academy is a particu- 
larly well organized institution, fully 
capable of meeting an increase without 
dislocation of its administration or ad- 
verse effect upon its mission. For years 
we have failed to utilize to the fullest 
extent this magnificent plant, we have 
failed to take advantage of the existing 
overhead and of the instruction that 
must go on regardless of the number of 
cadets. I feel that this failure has been 
a great loss not only to the Army but 
to the nation as a whole.” 

In response to a question as to 
whether any new construction would be 
needed at West Point to accommodate 
the additional cadets, General Moses 
said that none would be required. He 
said that it is the plan to put three 
cadets in a room, adding that even with 
the increase the situation would be bet- 
ter than it was before South Hall, the 
new dormitory was constructed.

Services on Work Relief Board—The services will be represented on President 
Roosevelt’s Works Allotment Division, under the four billion dollar Works Relief 
Bill, by Rear Adm.’ Christian J. Peoples, USN, who is also head of the Procure- 
ment Division of the Treasury Department, and by Maj. Gen. Edward M. Mark- 
ham, USA, chief of engineers of the Army. Thus, just as they have in virtually 
every other of the emergency organizations, the Army and Navy will be supplying 
talent to aid in the recovery program. 

Earlier in the week, it was announced that the President, under his Works 
Relief set-up, had assigned to the office of the Quartermaster General of the 
Army supervision of projects relating to new buildings, reconstruction of build- 
ings and other improvements in military reservations, posts, forts, camps, ceme- 
teries or fortified areas; to the office of the Chief of Engineers of the Army, 
projects relating to rivers and harbors, flood control and other non-military 
operations now under control of that office, and to the Navy Department projects 
for new buildings, reconstruction of buildings and other improvements in naval 
reservations, work at yards and docks, etc. This move is taken as a rather 
positive indication of the President’s disposition to allot ample funds to the 
services for the projects mentioned above. 


Army Promotion Bill—The Army Promotion Bill, already carrying the Senate’s 
stamp of approval, continues to mark time in the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee. As yet no hearings on it have been held nor have any dates been 
announced. It is said, however, that its consideration will be expedited now that 
the bill for the selection of air bases is out of the way. 

While efforts are being made to bring in controversial issues, many members 
of the committee are planning to work for its enactment free of issues which 
may jeopardize it, and then to take up the other matters later. Enactment of 
the bill, they point out, would in no way shut the door to those who advocate 
revision or special air corps provisions. By making the bill a law, they say, all 
— can be benefitting from its provisions while the other matters are being 
threshed out. 








Blind Flying—The one airplane at Olmstead Field, Middletown, Pa., which is 
completely equipped for instrument flying, a BT-2B, has been very much in demand 
since the advent of warm spring weather. This airplane is equipped with an 
instrument flying hood, a complete set of flight instruments, intercockpit phones, 
and two-way radio, providing all the necessary facilities for navigation by in- 
struments. 

This station is fortunate in that a Department of Commerce radio beam is 
located seven miles from Olmstead Field, one beam of which extends directly 
over the field. Many of the pilots of this station have attained a degree of 
proficiency in navigation by radio such that they are able, while under the hood, 
to proceed to the field from any given point within range of the radio beacon, 
close the throttle while still under the hood, then open the hood and glide to a 
landing without further use of the engine; this, despite the fact that Olmstead 
Field is 7 miles distant from the radio beacon. 


USNA Board of Visitors—The annual inspection of the Naval Academy by the 
Board of Visitors is to be held next week. Gathering Monday, the group of educa- 
tors and members of Congress will be received by Rear Adm. David F. Sellers, 
USN, Superintendent of the Academy. They will make a detailed study of the 
Institution April 29 and 30 and May 1, and 2. Admiral Sellers will entertain 
the Board at dinner Tuesday and a Regimental Dress Parade will be held for 
them Wednesday afternoon.

Naval Reserve on CCC—While the proposal approved by the President to assign 
officers of the Naval and Marine Corps Reserve to extended active duty with the 
Civilian Conservation Corps is still being studied preparatory to the drafting 
of a policy in the matter, the number to be allotted is now practically certain, it was 
said this week. Ten per cent of the 4000 additional Reserve officers to be called 
to active duty in connection with the extension of the CCC will be allotted to the 
Naval and Marine Corps Reserve. These 400 will be divided 325 to the Naval 
Reserve and 75 to the Marine. 


New Reserve Executive—Col. Edwin S. Hartshorn, who will relieve Brig. Gen. 
Charles D. Herron as Executive for Reserve Affairs in the Office of the Chief of 
Staff, is now in command of the Seventh Infantry at Vancouver Barracks, Wash., 
and for more than four years prior to last November was Cheif of Staff of the 
Ninth G@orps Area, and as such had much to do with the administration of Reserve 
matters in the West. His desigaation for the Reserve post at the War Department 
has been well received in Reserve circles. 

Born at Troy, N. Y., Nov. 13, 1874, served as an officer of Volunteers in the 
Spanish American War and in 1901 was commissioned as a second lieutenant in 
the Regular Army. He served overseas during the World War, attached to the 
55th British Division Headquarters and the American First Corps Headquarters.

Reenact Battle of Chancellorsville.—Official Washington will turn out in full forg 
at Chancellorsville, Va., on May 2, to witness a re-enactment of that famous battle 
72 years ago on that date. Cabinet officers, Congressional Committees, representa. 
tives of the White House and other high government officials have already signifiq 
their intention of being present. In addition, Governor Perry of Virginia has also 
invited governors of nearby states to attend this dramatic and picturesque pre 
sentation. Thousands of persons from Virginia and nearby states are also ex. 
pected to attend as it will be open to the public. The re-enactment is one of 
the contributions towards “1935—A National Park Year,” sponsored by the Ng. 
tiona! Park Service of the Interior Department. 

A regiment of 800 Marines from the Fleet Force at Quantico, under command 
of Col. Charles F. B. Price, two troops of cavalry from Ft. Myer, Va., and 6 
eadets from the Virginia Military Institute will take part in the “battle”.

Further information regarding the students states that 
forty enlisted men from army posts scattered all over the United States will attend 
the motor mechanics course of instruction and also receive instruction in tank 
work, while forty additional would be sent to take the signal communications 
course. 
At the present time one hundred and seventy national guard officers are sched- 
uled to attend the course of instruction carried on for their benefit, but no in 
formation has been announced as to the number of reserve officers who will take 
the course. 

The school year is scheduled to open officially September 4, when the regular 
and tank course students will begin their studies. The national guard, reserv 
officers, and enlisted mens’ courses will begin sometime in February, 1936.

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Navy Appropriation Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 
tions at Sunnyvale. Calif. and Lake- 
hurst, N. J. In disapproving construc- 
tion of the non-rigid, the sum of $70.000 
was allowed for a smaller non-rigid.

Disagreeing with the new policy in- 
stalled as a result of the report of the 
Roosevelt Reorganization Board, the 
committee wrote into the bill a provi- 
sion to nullify the contemplated reduc- 
tion in the officer personnel of the Staff 
Corps and the taking over of their duties 
by junior Line officers. 

“No part of this or any other appro- 
priation contained in this Act,” it was 
provided, “shall be available for or on 
account of any expense incident to giv- 
ing special educational courses or post 
graduate instruction to officers with view 
to qualifying them or better qualifying 
them for the performance of duties re- 
quired to be performed by or in pur- 
suance of law by officers of the Supply 
Corps, Construction Corps, or Corps of 
Civil Engineers, except present students 
and except such officers who are com- 
missioned in such corps or who have not 
been commissioned in the line of the 
Navy more than two years. 

“The committee has attached to the 
appropriation for post-graduate and spe- 
cial instruction of officers a provision 
designed to stop the recently inaugu- 
rated practice of educating line officers 
in the duties ef officers of the Supply 
Corps. Construction Corps, or Corps of 
Civil Engineers, and then, after receiv- 
ing such special instruction, leaving it 
optional with officers to join up with 
the staff or continue in the line,” the 
committee declared in its report. 

“Existing law contemplates that Na- 
val Academy graduates who elect a staff

career shall be assigned upon gradua- 
tion to fill vacancies in the lowest com- 
missioned grades: of the staff corps of 
the Navy, and the spirit of that law 
Las been followed until recently when 
the Department embarked upon the new 
policy. without congressional] sanction 
or notice that the change was in contem- 
plation, of commissioning all graduates 
in the line and offering an opportunity 
to line officers, up to and including the 
grade of lieutenant and possibly one 
grade higher, to apply for post-graduate 
instruction in staff-corps work. Upon 
completion of such instruction, such offi- 
cers may elect to be transferred to and 
appointed in the staff corps or to remain 
in the line. 

“The Department right now is seeking 
authority to transfer and appoint officers 
of the line of the Navy, not above the 
grade of lieutenant commander, to the 
corresponding grade in the Construction 
Corps, Civil Engineer Corps, or Supply 
Corps, without regard to the age of the 
officers so transferred and appointed. 

“Staff men are purely specialists. 
They should become specialists just as 
early in their careers as may be pos- 
sible. A man out of Annapolis should 
proceed with his postgraduate work 
within 2 years at the outside and not 
wait from 1 to possibly 10 or more years 
to get the rest of his education neces- 
sary for a specialist's career. It would 
be practicable for him, under the new 
procedure, not to begin his postgraduate 
work until he had reached an age where 
he should be in the prime of his career 
as a specialist. 

“The plan seems to ignore efficiency 
and it has no regard for economy. The 
committee’s provision does not disturb 
present ofticer students.” 

The committee eliminated a number of 
shore construction projects, declaring 
that they “are too much involved with 





the PWA.” The principle items pro- 
posed, $2.750.000 for dredging and har- 
bor and channel improvement at the 
Pearl Harbor Navy Yard will not be 
approved, it was said. until it is cer- 
tain that the “door has been closed to 
further PWA aid and until it can be 
further assured that, if competition can- 
not be had or it would be uneconomical 
for the Army to do the work, the con- 
tractor will agree to perform the work 
at a figure deemed by Army engineers 
to be equitable and just.” Only one con- 
cern in the Hawaiian Islands can do the 
work, it was said. 

Shore construction projects at Thatch- 
ers Island, Mass., Folly Island, S. C. 
and San Juan, P. R., were eliminated by 
the committee, it was said, because they 
have no legislative authorization. Con- 
struction at two radio stations, one at 
Lualualei, Hawaii and the other Sum- 
mitt, C. Z. was disapproved with the 
hope for further PWA allotments. 

An additional appropriation was ap- 
proved by the committee for reopening 
the naval training station at Great 
Lakes, Ill. According to the report, the 
Navy Department intends that 23,000 
recruits are to be distributed among the 
training stations next year as follows: 
San Diego, 8,400; Newport, 6,200; Nor- 
folk, 8,400. Training of some of these 
recruits at the Chicago station was ad- 
vocated. 

Of great importance to National De- 
fense is the action of the committee in 
increasing the naval supply account 
fund by reappropriating $7,500,000 of 
unobligated balances of certain appro- 
priations made last year, for the pur- 
pose of purchasing and creating a re- 
serve supply of domestically produced 
and processed strategic minerals. 

“While it is known that there are de- 
posits of such minerals within the 
United States and Alaska and that there 
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is a limited amount of production, the 
fact remains that these national re 
sources are not wholly charted or de 
veloped,” the report said in explanation 
of this provision. “Therefore, in the 
event of national emergency the Nayy 
would he dependent upon foreign sources 
or subjected to undeterminable delays 
that might entail grave consequences 
incident to the primary development and 
production of these domestic strategie 
resources. 

“The purpose of the committee's pro 
posal is to encourage private enterprige 
in the development and operation of 
these resources, not only to satisfy the 
Government’s needs, both current and 
in the way of reserves, but to increase 
the supply for annual domestic demands, 

“The Navy Department therefore wil] 
request proposals for their estimated re. 
serve requirements of these various 
strategic materials, exclusively of Amer. 
ican production, specifying a delivery 
date sufficiently far in advance to ep. 
able domestic bidders to install such 
equipment as may be necessary and 
enter production. 

Other changes made by the committee 
from the Budget estimates include: 

An increase of $75,000 for confiden- 
tial services under Naval Intelligence 
$16,800 additional for increased civil 
staff in the Office of Naval Intelligence, 
and $4,250 additional printing for that 
office. 

Funds for the operation of the Naval 
Research TL.aboratory were increased 
from $210.000 to $310,000, the committee 
report stressing the importance of this 
establishment. 

A decrease of $12,500 from the appro 
priation for contingent expenses at the 
Newport, R. I. Naval Training Station, 
eliminating proposed rehabilitation of 
power and telephone conduits. 

Cut $199,233 from funds for the pay, 
subsistence clothing and transportation 
of enlisted men, so as to reduce by 348 
the 11,000 increase in enlisted strength 
provided by the Budget estimates. 
Otherwise the Administration plans for 
personnel increases were retained intact, 
as funds were provided for an adéi- 
tional midshipman at the Naval Acaé- 
emy for each member of Congress, and 
for training of 348 aviation cadets at 
Pensacola. Provision for 10,652 addi- 
tional enlisted men instead of 11,000 was 
made because of the aviation cadet in- 
crease, it was said. 

An increase of $124,573 was provided 
to permit 25 instead of G Marine Corps 
Reserve student officer pilots. The bud- 
get figures for commissioned and war- 
rant officers and enlisted men were not 
changed. The only other change made 
by the committee as to the Marine 
Corps, was approval of additional funds 
totaling $40,250 to enable the Corps to 
induce 250 Naval ROTC graduates to 
take a training course looking to a com- 
mission in the Marine Corps Reserve. 

For the employment of 12 additional 
civilian instructors at the Naval Acad- 
emy, the committee added $33,000. 

Several legislative provisions were 
written into the bill. One of these is 
designed to settle the controversy be 
tween the Navy Department and the 
Comptroller General over the question 
of payment of travel allowance to de 
pendents of naval personnel ordered 
home for retirement. The committee 
inserted a provision authorizing the pay- 
ment of funds for the expenses of de 
pendents of personnel ordered from last 
duty station to home for travel per 
formed during the fiscal years 1935 and 
1936. The report of the committee de 
clares “they are assured” that this pre 
vision will straighten the matter out. 

Another provision limits the aviation 
pay of non-flying lieutenants to $1,440 
per year. Existing law prohibits any 
non-fiying officers above the grade of 
lieutenant from receiving flight pay in 
excess of this sum, but permits a few 
lieutenants to receive slightly more tha? 
this amount. 

The committee tied in with this pre 
vision .a limitation on the number of 
rear admirals who may draw flight pe’: 
Three -rear admirals now draw 
pay, and the Budget estimates Ww 
have alowed four. The committee held

Consideration of the bill began in the 
House with general debate Wednesday 

A motion by Representative Carl Vin- 
son to retain the present navy policy in 
regard to assignment of officers to the 
Staff Corps was lost in the House yes- 
terday. Mr. Vinson moved to strike out 
the rider put on the bill by the com- 
mittee limiting the Post Graduate in- 
struction of line officers in Staff duties 
which will prevent the use of junior line 
officers on staff duties. His motion lost 
8-80. 
oe House voted to increase from 6 
to 8 the number of retired naval offi- 
ers who may be kept on active duty. 
An attempt to prevent the expansion of 
officer strength by limiting the appoint- 
ment to the academy to the existing 
number was voted down. 

House Passes Bill 

Late yesterday afternoon the House 
passed the bill, sending it to the Senate 
earrying within a few thousand dollars 
of the sum recommended by the House 
Committee. 

All attempts to curtail funds for 
Naval construction or to delay the lay- 
ing down of ships were overwhelmingly 
defeated. The only test roll call was 
taken on a motion to recommit the mea- 
sure for a twenty per cent cut and on 
that those in favor of reducing the Navy 
suffered a 289 to 56 defeat. 

A committee amendment was adopted 
providing for the training of 25 Marine 
Corps Reserve pilots as Aviation Cadets 
rather than as enlisted men.

(Continued from First Page) 
sons.” 

It is expected the Committee will ask 
for a special rule in the House for con- 
sideration of this bill. Representative 
Rogers of New Hampshire, in presenting 
the report, said no political preference 
had been shown in the bill for any sec- 
tion, state or locality. He declared the 
Committee was convinced of the necessity 
for maintaining at least one station in 
each of the areas mentioned for the 
following reasons: 

“First, it is difficult and impracticable 
to carry on substantial air maneuvers 
in an area which has no permanent 
Army station equipped to service air- 
craft and to provide offices and commu- 
nications essential to setting up com- 
mand posts, assembly rooms for con- 
ferences, messing facilities, hospitaliza- 
tion, and other similar requirements. 

Second, to offer military air-force 
units full and adequate opportunity to 
operate in rotation in all parts of the 
Nation. 

“Third, the establishment and main- 
tenance of close and permanent contact 
with civilian armies, including Reserve 
aviators, in order to make practical 
plans for the utilization of existing and 
the creation of new and suitable ground 
installations in the event of war. 

“Fourth, to give additional facilities 
for the training of Reserve aviators 
affording them an opportunity to train 
at intervals with combat units through 
visits to each area of the various nnits. 

“Fifth, to give each area an operating 
nucleus, capable of immediate expansion 
in the event of war, for the servicing of 
aircraft and the supply of aviation 
material and equipment. 

“The location of an air base in each 
of the strategic areas specified in the 
bill will also give proper training to 
pilots under all climatic conditions and, 
by rotation in changes from one field to 
another, all pilots will become thoroughly 
familiar with the section of the country 
they may be called upon to defend. In 
fact they will know the country far 
better than any possible enemy. 

“In the passage of this bill we will 
show the world that we are prepared to 
defend ourselves against air attack and 
thus so discourage attaek as to render 
it practically certain there will be no 
such attack. It is impossible to depict 
in language the destruction of life and 
property that might result from an air 
attack against this Nation unless we are 
fully prepared to defend ourselves. 

“All great nations now have huge air- 
plane carriers, which are in fact float- 
ing landing fields, to enable them to 
carry aerial warfare to enemy shores. 
They also have floating seaplanes and 
mother ships. 

“We are advised that only 30 tons of 
explosives were dropped on London in 
the World War, resulting in the loss of 
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1,800 lives, while today planes are being 
constructed, any one of which will be 
able to drop 10 tons of explosives.” 


The bill as reported out is not the 
original draft introduced by Representa- 
tive Wilcox but is a substitute offered 
by Brig. Gen. Charles E. Kilbourne, USA, 
when he was called to testify as assist- 
ant chief of staff for war plans. 


“You will observe that this substitute 
bill,’ General Kilbourne told the com- 
mittee, “stresses particularly peace train- 
ing for defense, and I am confident that 
that is the desire of the President, and 
I know that during the sessions of the 
Frontier Defense Association the Presi- 
dent called up and asked particularly if 
they could not direct their minds toward 
the peace-time development of our 
general aviation rather than to warlike 
development.” 

In printing the hearings for public 
distribution the testimony given in 
executive session and intended only for 
members of Congress and officers of the 
Army was included. It is understood 
that this has never before been done. 

“The lay-out here shows,” General 
Kilbourne explained to the committee 
“that our New England States might be 
considered as depots for our vital areas, 
with the State of Maine as the most 
advanced depot. If you will look at a 
globe you will see that it brings this out 
very well, and that is the reason why 
we want some kind of a good, strong 
operating base in that area, and we want 
this personnel to be organized with 
some men on the ground there who will 
have contact with the civilians interested 
in aviation and will provide the air force 
necessary for the extension of that area 
in time of war. 

“Another interesting fact is that from 
the English Channel to the Panama 
Canal the line passes through the Wind- 
ward Passage, and that is the shortest 
route for our bases all along the line. 

“Take the Pacific, for instance. Here 
is Japan over here (indicating on map), 
and the shortest line to the Panama 
Canal passes through the Gulf of 
Mexico. I think very few people realize 
that the shortest line for travel between 
our west coast and Japan passes along 
the Aleutian Islands. 

“Here is Hawaii (indicating on map). 
I spoke the other day in executive session 
about our southern Pacific coast, where 
we have a number of air stations where 
they hold air maneuvers. You can see 
from this chart just what the situation 
is. You can see what effect the Alaskan 
and Hawaiian base would have on that; 
you can see what the shortest route 
from the Pacific to the Panama Canal 
is. They would have to pass in behind 
Oahu, and if Oahu should be captured 
they could base themselves over there 
(indicating). You see what the entire 
strategic situation is. 

“Incidentally, you will notice that our 
Panama Canal, strategically, is probably 
the best defended place in the world, 
because it is intercepted on both sides. 
If the enemy should make an alliance 
with a _west-coast South American 
nation, the whole strategy of the Panama 
Canal would have to be abruptly 
changed. Those are some of the factors 
we have given attention to. 

“T have indicated before that we want 
to establish a base in the northeast area 
and one in the northwest. We would 
like to put one close to the Great Lakes, 
but we must avoid going too far in 
establishing new military stations close 
to the northern border, and limit our- 
selves to those essential in peace-time 
training operations. So we would have 
one in New England, on the New Eng- 
land coast, and in the West to actually 
contact with Alaska, but when it comes 
to the intermediate stations we put them 
down to enable the air force to go from 
coast to coast. 

“We do not want to accentuate any- 
thing that would look as though we con- 
templated passing away from the cen- 
tury-old. principle that our Canadian 
border needs no defense. I think it 
would be very unfortunate if we did. 

“The War Department is very much 
interested in the development of those 
two, and we do hope that a lot of our 
air-defense planning will be done in the 
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extension of our commercial facilities 
and private flying fields. 

“I made one recommendation to the 
Federal Aviation Board that they would 
recommend to Congress the extension of 
air mail and air transport, by subsidy, 
if necessary, or by direct appropriation 
in the matter of constructing fields. The 
people in various communities have gone 
to a lot of trouble; and, if the Govern. 
ment will spend money for aviation, it 
seems -to me that the man in Maine or 
in Washington should have as much 
benefit from the appropriation as the 
man who happens to have the good luck 
to live in St. Louis. We cannot go out 
in the military line along the Canadian 
border, but we can legitimately extend 
the advantages of landing fields ang 
commercial fields to the people who are 
on the border. I think we could do that 
without attracting any attention. 

“T am explaining why the proposed 
substitute is worded the way it is, ac. 
centuating in every way training in peace 
time and also accentuating the fact as to 
the kind of fields we would need for 
these bases. 

“Coming now to Alaska, I do not know 
that I have anything to add to what 
General MacArthur said. If we had a 
good base in central Alaska, so far re 
moved from the coast, and a number of 
these advanced service bases along the 
coast, and with the new type of bombing 
plane being developed—and the Japanese, 
as is well known, fear an attack of 
bombs—you can see that that would 
have quite an extensive effect on their 
diplomatic relations and their conversa- 
tions.”

OBITUARIES 


The late Capt. Joseph. Hamilton Lin- 
nard of the Construction Corps, USN, 
who died in Philadelphia, March 31, 
1935, was born in Philadelphia, Pa., 
September 27, 1860. 

After graduation at the Naval Acad- 
emy, standing three in a graduating 
class of seventy-one, he was ordered to 
the USS Lancaster and subsequently to 
the USS Galena, both on the European 
Station. He returned from sea duty in 
the spring of 1883, passed his final ex- 
aminations, and received his diploma as 
a Graduate Midshipman in June, 1883. 

With his colleague, Midshipman J. J. 
Woodward, he was immediately ap- 
pointed to the Construction Corps of the 
Navy and ordered to Paris, France, for 
a postgraduate course of instruction in 
naval architecture. He was graduated 
from the Ecole Polytechnique and the 
Ecole d’application du Genie Maritime in 
Paris, and received the degree of In- 
genieur des Construction Navales. 

In 1891 he was promoted to the grade 
of Naval Constructor and ordered as 
Naval Constructor in charge of the Con- 
struction Department at the Mare Island 
Navy Yard, where he instituted many 
needed reforms in the administration of 
the work at that Yard. He subsequently 
was transferred from Mare Island to the 
East Coast, and from 1892 to 1898 was 
on duty in the office of the Superintend- 
ing Constructor at Cramps’ Shipyard in 
Philadelphia. During this period the 
construction of several of the early 
cruisers and armored vessels was under 
way at that yard, and Captain Linnard’s 
services in connection with the more or 
less novel design and construction of 
these vessels were outstanding. It was 
also during this period that he developed 
the method of estimating payments 
earned by shipbuilders. His method of 
estimating is still the standard in such 
matters. 

Upon the appointment of Chief Con- 
structor Bowles as Chief of the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair, Captain 
Linnard was ordered to that Bureau as 
his assistant and remained throughout 
the term of service not only of Chief 
Constructor Bowles but his immediate 
successor, Chief Constructor Capps; and 
subsequently, during the war period, he 
served as Assistant Chief of Bureau 
with Chief Constructor Taylor. He was 
very active in all work of the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair and was 
often detailed to additional special 
duty. In 1902, he was ordered to repre- 
sent the Navy Department as a delegate 
to the International Congress of Naval 
Architects at Dusseldorf, Germany. 

In August, 1910, after more than 
thirty years’ service, he was transferred 
to the Retired List at his own request. 
After his retirement he removed from 
Washington to Philadelphia and lived 
there until he was recalled to active duty 
in the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair during the World War. At this 
time he was placed in charge of the 
contract division of the Bureau. He thus 
had responsibility. for handling the con- 
tracts made by the Bureau for the many 
vessels included. in the war-time ship- 
building program. 

The best evidence of Captain Lin- 
nard’s keen and abiding interest in the 
professional work’ of The Society of 
Naval Architects and Marine Engineers 
and the Construction Corps of the Navy, 
collectively and individually, is well 
disclosed by his Will, in which he be- 
queaths to the American Society of 
Naval Architects and Marine Engineers 
$1,500, to be held and invested, the 
interest to be used for the awarding of 
prizes for papers contributed to the pro- 
ceedings of the Society and in addition 
leaves to The Real Estate Trust Com- 
pany of Philadelphia, $3,000 to invest 








and to pay over, annually, the net in- 
come thereof to the Chief Constructor 
of the United States Navy, Chief of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair, to 
be paid to the Naval Constructor or 
Assistant Naval Constructor who shall 
during the preceding year have done 
most to advance the work of the Con- 
struction Corps of the United States 





Navy. 

Captain Linnard was in all respects 
a man of highest character and unusual 
professional ability; and his life and 
work will surely continue to prove an 
inspiration not only to those of his own 
professional colleagues who knew and 
admired him in life, but also to their 
successors in the years to come.

“Some inferiority that we have may, 
in my opinion, be traced to lack of 
appropriations and to the constant inter- 
ference with orderly aviation organiza- 
tims and planning that naturally re- 
sults from the twenty-odd aviation in- 
vestigations—many due to sensational 
charges—that our Government has con- 
sidered necessary for us to endure. In 
many instances those charges have not 
been substantiated. 

“Through all these obstacles, our aero- 
nautical industry has contributed to the 
world outstanding leadership in develop- 
ment, chiefly because we have not yet 
been unwise enough to imitate other 
countries. 

“Europe and Japan can well laugh at 
constant American instances of interfer- 
ing with and belittling our own avia- 
tion development. The most dramatic 
instance was, of course, the unjust, un- 
wise, and unpopular wholesale cancella- 
tion of air mail contracts. 

“Being no longer engaged in aircraft 
manufacture, I feel free to state that 
the Vinson bill limiting profit on govern- 
mental contracts to 10 per cent is an 
qually unwise throttling of initiative, 
enterprise, and that hope of extra re- 
ward which spurs on any man to take 
big chances, work under forced draft 
and create new enterprises. 

“As to the uniting of the army and 
navy aviation forces into one separate 
department, this idea is actually getting 
out of date and has not nearly the 
fround to stand on that was formerly 
the case,” he continued.

Naval Reserve News 

The House Appropriations Committee, 
reporting the naval supply bill this 
week, provided $7,352,825 for the sup- 
port of the Naval Reserve during the 
coming fiscal year. This sum is $4,432,- 
316 above the current year’s appropria- 
tions and $3,352,825 over the Budget 
estimates. 

There is but little real increase over 
the Budget estimates, however. The 
committee did not accede to the request 
of Naval Reserve officers for an en- 
largement of the Fleet Reserve and for 
training of 259% of the Volunteer Re- 
serve. Almost all of the additional 
funds merely constitutes a transfer of 
money for training Reserve aviators, 
which had been carried in other parts 
of the Navy budget. 

Strong efforts were made by the 
Naval Reserve Officers’ Association to 
secure funds for building up the Fleet 
Reserve to its authorized war strength. 
At present it has but 75% of its re- 
quired strength. It is the contention 
of the Association also that each officer 
of the Volunteer Reserve, which rough- 
ly corresponds to the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps of the Army as the Fleet Reserve 
does to the National Guard, should be 
given summer training every four years. 
This would mean 15-day training pe- 
riods for one thousand Volunteer officers 
each year. The committee, however, 
made no increases over the Budget es- 
timates and provision is made only for 
the drill pay and training-duty pay of 
all Fleet reservists now enrolled and for 
training pay for 122 officers and 250 
enlisted men of the Volunteer Reserve. 

“There has been an insistent, wide- 
spread urge, bordering on propaganda, 
to expand this appropriation,” declared 
the committee’s report in discussing the 
denial of additional funds for the 
above purposes. “However desirable 
that may be, the committee is advised 
by the Chief of Naval Operations that 
there are uses for any money addi- 
tional to the Budget the Congress might 
be willing to provide of much higher 
priority. At the instance of the com- 
mittee that official is going to appoint 
a board of high-ranking naval officers, 
with officers of the Naval Reserve and 
of the Marine Corps and Marine Corps 
Reserve having representation thereon, 
to study the whole question of Reserve 
personnel; what the requirements are 
and what training policy should be pur- 
sued. If the London Treaty should be 
extended or renewed and we eventually 
become rid of all combatant craft in 
excess of present treaty quotas and 
should officer and man and operate the 
entire Navy of treaty proportions, our 
Reserve requirements as now set up 
may need to be materially altered.” 

Under the bill, as provided in the 
estimates, 115 Reserve officer aviators 
will be employed on extended active 
duty next year. But 16 are now 80 
employed. It is intended to use 100 of 
these officers in training or replacing 
regular naval officer aviators who will 





be employed in training the large num- 

ber of student pilots to be sent to Pen- 
sacola next year. Funds were added | 
by the committee to increase the num- | 
ber of Marine Corps student officer | 
pilots from six to 25. It is planned to | 


gradually build up the number of 
Marine Corps Reserve pilots to 200, the 
committee stated. 

Money was also added by the com- 
mittee to train aviation cadets at Pen- 
sacola next year, in accordance with 
the passage of HR 5577, which became 
law April 15. 

The committee also modified the limi- 
tation which has been carried in recent 
appropriation bills of limiting the pay of 
high ranking Reserve officers on con- 
tinuous active duty. Next year it will 
be possible for 20 Naval Reserve offi- 
cers and one Marine Corps Reserve offi- 
cer of the upper grades to receive higher 
pay than the limitation fixed, that of a 
lieutenant of 10 years’ service. 


Favor “Pershing Park” 

Representative Harter, of Ohio, has 
made a favorable report from the House 
Committee on Military Affairs on 
Representative Romjue’s bill to estab- 
lish General John J. Pershing National 
Military Park at Laclede, Linn County, 
Mo. It authorizes an appropriation of 
not to exceed $250,000 for this park, 
“which is to memorialize the heroism 
and outstanding military accomplish- 
ments and distinguished public services 
of General Pershing.” The birthplace 
and home of General Pershing is in or 
near the center of the town of Laclede. 

Each of the Missouri Senators—Clark 
and Truman—introduced similar bills at 
the other end of the Capitol. They were 
referred to the Committee on Public 
Lands, and then sent by the Public 
Lands committee to the War Depart- 
ment for a recommendation. The War 
Department sent all its papers on the 
case to the Department of the Interior. 
The Secretary of the Interior reported 
adversely on both bills. 

The Public Lands committee thus far 
has held that the Interior Department 
report is confidential and has not made 
it public. The Senate Committtee has 
therefore allowed the bills to remain on 
its calendar without consideration. 





Munitions Committee 

Proposed legislation to take the profits 
out of War is promised further con- 
sideration next week when Senator Nye, 
Chairman of the Munitions Committee, 
expects to introduce his own revised bill. 
The program is to offer this measure as 
a substitute for the McSwain bill, which 
the House enacted some time ago. The 
substitute may be referred to the Sen- 
ate Military Affairs for action, although 
that has not been altogether determined. 

The substitute bill, prepared by Sena- 
tor Nye and John T. Flynn, the Muni- 
tions Committee investigator, has been 


further revised during the past fort- 
night. The present text has been 
recently modified in some particulars 


but essentially provides for drastic taxes 
on munition profits. There have been 
conferences with officials of the Treasury 
Department, the War Department and 
the Navy Department over various pro- 
visions. Admiral William H. Standley, 
Chief of Navy Operations, Colonel Har- 
ris of the War Department; and General 
Counsel® Herman Oliphant of the Treas- 
ury Department are among officials with 
whom Senators of the Munitions Com- 
mittee and Mr. Flynn have been consult- 
ing. 

Representative Maverick, of Tex., has 
proposed in the House a measure that 
would make it unlawful to execute a 
contract with a belligerent nation or one 
of its citizens to furnish any munitions 
of war or article declared to be contra- 
band or to make any loan to a belli- 
gerent. This proposal is in line with a 
movement developing at the Capitol to 
formulate a sweeping neutrality policy 
in advance of a foreign conflict. It is 
said to have the encouragement of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt.

National Guard Construction 

Allotments of $218,000,000 for con- 
struction projects including many items 
for National Guard Armories has been 
asked from the $4,880,000,000 Work Re- 
lief funds by the National Guard Asso- 
ciation of the United States. The assist- 
ance of Senators and Representative of 
the Military Affairs Committees is being 
actively solicited. Maj. Gen. Roy D. 
Keehn, Pres. of the National Guard Asso- 
ciation, has been in Washington on this 
mission, accompanied by the Adjutants 
General of several states. 

These officers have urged that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt allocate this total of 
$218,000,000 for construction work in the 
following sums: 

Construction at Regular Army posts 
and camps, to include air bases and air 
fields, $126,000,000; construction at Na- 
tional Guard camps located throughout 
the 48 states, $12,000,000; and to the 
several states for construction or re- 
pairs, alterations, and additions to 
armories for the National Guard and 
Naval Militia located throughout the 48 
states, $80,000,000. 

As far-as Regular Army construction 
is concerned this is about the same sum 
as that recommended by General 
Douglas MacArthur when the House 
committee requested data for a program 
to be pushed by them from public works 
money. For National Guard camps, 
however, the War Department recom- 
mended only $6,400,000, while no men- 
tion was made in its program of funds 
for armories, which, of course, are 
matters of state concern. 

The National Guard officials were 
given a hearing before the joint subcom- 
mittees on Military Affairs at which 
there was an extended discussion. Sena- 
tor J. Hamilton Lewis, of Illinois, was 
chairman of the Senate Subcommittee 
and Representative Lister Hill, of Ala- 
bama, of the House Subcommittee. There 
was considerable emphasis at this hear- 
ing of .the need for National Guard 
Armories. While a few states, already 
have erected Armories adequate for the 
accommodation of their units, it was 
shown that in most states, new and 
better structures are required. 

The National Guard Association re- 
quested Senator Sheppard, Chairman of 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee 
to press a resolution of Congress favor- 
ing such an allotment by the President 
through the War Department. The 
letter to Senator Sheppard and text of 
a resolution were printed in the Con- 
gressional Record on request of Senator 
Lewis. 

Interest in the request for construc- 
tion of National Guard Armories was 
shown by members of both Subcommit- 
tees. “We recognize the propriety of 
the allotments asked for’, said Senator 
Lewis subsequently, “and are interested 
to further the plans that the National 
Guard Association placed before us. 
Perhaps it will be impossible to obtain 
the full sums requested but we are 
hopeful the War Department will do 


much toward carrying these projects 
through.” 
Representative Hill took a _ similar 


view. “I doubt very much whether it 
will be feasible to pass a resolution in 
Senate and House,” said he, “to express 
the wish of Congress that these allot- 
ments be made. I assume that it will 
come down to Senators and Representa- 
t'ves individually urging the War De- 
partment to favor the National Guard 
Association’s request.”

The 
District of Columbia asks for $2,200,000 
to make provisions for units not organ- 
ized. The sum asked for by other states 
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Approve CCC Increase 

The machinery for expansion of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps to a peak 
strength of 600,000 men was set in 
motion this week by President Roosevelt. 
At his direction, Robert Fechner, director 
of Emergency Conservation Work, called 
upon all cooperating departments to 
push ahead plans for building the CCC 
to 600,000 men by Aug. 31. The War 
Department promptly sent out instruc- 
tions to commanding officers of all corps 
areas directing them to begin the en- 
rollment of new men on June 15 and to 
have all men in forest work camps by 
the end of the final week of August. 

To carry out the program on schedule 
time. it will be necessary for the Labor 
Department and the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration to select and the War De- 
partment to enrol] 250,000 new men and 
an estimated 100,000 replacements dur- 
ing the months of June, July and August. 
To house the new men, the War De- 
partment will construct 1,276 new forest 
camps as promptly as possible. When 
the program is complete the Civilian 
Conservation Corps will consist, of 600,- 
000 men working out of 2,916 camps 
distributed throughout forty-eight states 
and the District of Columbia. The 
present authorized strength of the CCO 
camps is 353,000. The number of camps 
in operation is 1,640. 

As its first preparatory move, the War 
Department today initiated plans for a 
camp construction program providing 
for the building at once of 1,276 new 
CCC camps at a cost of approximately 
$25,000,000. In some instances tentage 
will be utilized pending the completion 
of wooden barracks capable of with- 
standing winter temperatures. The 
launching of the new construction pro- 
gram will bring the total number of 
new CCC camps now being built to 
more than 1,450. 

The date when the Labor Department 
and the Veterans’ Administration will 
begin the selection of men for the June 
enrollment has not yet been announced. 
Most of the state directors of selection 
and Veterans’ Administration regional 








managers already have built up large 
lists of eligibles who will be available 
on call. It is probable that state 
directors of selection will not begin the 
actual selection of men until June 1. 
Instructions setting forth the quotas 
each state will be entitled to send to 
the CCC camps will be issued within the 
next few days. 

One important change has been made 
in the rules of eligibility. Under the 
expansion program, the age limit for 
juniors, which is now from eighteen to 
twenty-five years, will be changed to 
eighteen to twenty-eight years. The 
time which a junior may remain in the 
CCC camps has been lengthened from 
twelve months to eighteen months. 

The locations of the 1,276 new camps 
to be established already have been 
selected by the Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Department of the Interior 
and sent to Director Fechner for ap- 
proval, 

According to War Department officials, 
the CCC expansion program represents 
one of the greatest peace-time tasks ever 
handed the Army In 1933. the War 
Department enrolled 300,000 men and 
moved them to forest camps in the three 
months of April, May and June. This 
vear the same organization has before 
it the assignment of enrolling close to 
350,000 men and moving them to forest 
camps in the space of two months and 
a half. 

Instructions were sent out to Corps 
Area commanders this week by the War 
Department as to the details of the 
expansion program. 

Present companies will he used as 
parent companies to form cadres of 
officers and key men around which to 
build new companies, in order to avoid 
the organization of wholly new units at 
reconditioning camps and to resolve 
inter-corps area movements primarily 
into one of sending casuals to bring the 
cadres, organized in the Corps Area of 
their employment, to full strength. 

The Corps Area Commander may 
organize and train the cadres for the 
new companies to be formed at once. 
On and after June i5th he may rate 12 
key men (not more than 5 as leaders) 
per company cadre. He is authorized to 
dispatch such cadres at his discretion 
to new projects within his Corps Area 
to undertake the work of preparation, 
the supervision of construction and the 


receipt of recruits. He may make 
arrangements with the proper repre- 


sentatives of the technical services for 
the early enrollment of LEM. 





Continue West Point Hearings 

A number of proposals to confine ap- 
pointments to West Point to persons 
with previous military experience were 
advanced before the House Military Sub- 
committee holding hearings on the Shep- 
pard Bil] S. 2105 yesterday. 

Brig. Gen. Henry J. Reilly, ORC. was 
the only witness heard. He advocated 
a requirement that West Point ap- 
pointees complete some service in the 
ROTC, CMTC, or enlisted ranks, and 
agreement with his views was expressed 
by several members of the committee. 
Representative McSwain stated that he 
intended to incorporate the proposals in 
an amendment to S. 2105. Representa- 
tive Plumley, Rep. of Vermont. agreed 
with the suggestion, that advocated giv- 
ing priority to graduates of the strictly 
military colleges. 

The hearing will be continued next 
Wednesdav. At that time the Subcom- 
mittee will take up also H.R. 6155, in- 
troduced by Representative Faddis. to 
lengthen the course to 5 years and re- 
quire that the first year be spent in a 
military organization as an_ enlisted 
man. On Wednesday also it is planned 
to hear Gen. Douglas McArthur. Chief 
of Staff. Maj. Gen. William B. Connor. 
Superintendent of West Point. and Brig. 
Gen. Andrew Moses.

It is believed your readers will be 
interested in having the true facts wit" 
respect to the National Guard position 
om this legislation, and T am therefme 
Jad to explain for the benefit of your 
readers that we did not at any time op 
pose the passage of Senate 1404, brt we 


did insist upon the amendment of Sec- 
tion 6 of the bill. 
Senate 1404 is, strictly speaking, a 


Regular Army Promotion Bill, and in the 
judgment of this writer Section 6 should 
never have been included in the bill, as 
it dealt with an entirelv different sub- 
ject. The National Guard was not given 
in opportunity to express itself upon 
this piece of legislation before presenta- 
tien to the Congress Neither were we 
given an Opportunity to be heard be- 
fore the Senate Military Committee. 

In view of the provisions of the Na- 
tional Defense Act to the effect that all 
wlicies and regulations affecting the 
organization and distribution of the Na- 
tional Guard of the United States shall 
he prepared by Committees of appro- 
priate branches or divisions of the Gen- 
eral Staff. to which shall be added an 
equal number of officers from the Na- 
tional Guard of the United States, it is 
quite evident that Section 6 of the bill 
should have been considered by the Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve representa- 
tives on the General Staff. This for 
some reason was not done. and the pro- 
visions of Section 6 were unknown to 
the National Guard until the bill was 
reported favorably by the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee and placed upon the 
calendar. 

If permitted to become law, Section 6 
of Senate 1404 would have enabled the 
emporary appointment of Regular Army 
officers to higher grade in time of peace, 
inorder that those officers so appointed 
tight know their war-time assignments 
ind prepare themselves for same. 
Many Regular Army officers would have 
een advanced at least two grades and 
vme perhaps as much as three grades 
mder the provisions of Section 6. 

As an administrative measure. we 
think it a distinct step forward to pre- 
ware for war by giving officers who will 
receive such war assignments ample no- 
tice, in order that they may prepare 
themselves for their greater duties and 
responsibilities. Tlowever, the language 
of Section 6 went so far that it pro 
tided tor the actual appointment to such 
igher grade of the selected Regular 
\rmy officers, and further stated that 
pon the recognition of a state of war 
flicers should carry rank from 
the date of appointment. In our judg-

“Unless special assignment is made by

“Mission o- letter of appointment. 
ind, in the case of a reserve officer or an 














officer of the National Guard called into 
the service of the United States, shall 
precede that on which he is placed on 
active duty by a period equal to-the total 
length of active Federal service and 
service under the provisions of sections 
94, 97 and $9 of this Act which he may 
have performed on the grade in which 
called or any higher grade. * * *” 

If this language is considered in con- 
nection with the proposed Section 6, it 
will be seen that those officers of the 
Regular Army who are _ fortunate 
enough to receive temporary appoint- 
ments for the war expansion will rank 
from the date they have received such 
temporary appointments, while National 
Guard and Reserve officers under the 
present law rank only from the date on 
which they are placed on active duty. 
plus certain active Federal service and 
service under Sections 94, 97 and 99 of 
the National Defense Act. In other 
words, should a Regular Army First 
Lieutenant be given a war appointment 
in the grade of Major, which appoint- 
ment he would have for a period of four 
years before an emergency was declared, 
such First Lieutenant would outrank 
practically every Major in the National 
Guard and the Officers Reserve Corps. 
because none of these officers would 
have had enough Federal service to com- 
pensate for the four years during which 
the Regular Army officer held his war 
appointment. In like manner, a Regular 
Army Captain receiving a war appoint- 
ment in the grade of Lieutenant Colonel 
would outrank the Lieutenant Colonels 
of the National Guard and the Officers 
Reserve Corps, and in a similar manner 
many junior Majors selected for war 
appointment as Colonels would outrank 
the Colonels of the National Guard and 
Officers Reserve Corps. 

In other words, the language of Sec- 
tion 6 was such that if enacted it would 
have done an injustice to practically all 
National Guard and Reserve Officers in 
the grades of Colonel and in lower 
grades. 

Based upon the experience of the 
World War, there was absolutely no 
justification for such discrimination 
against the officers of the two reserve 
components, and the moment the matter 
came to the writer’s attention, Senator 
Sheppard and Senator Coolidge were 
requested either to amend Section 6 out 
of the bill or recommit the bill so that 


Section 6 could be rewritten. The War 
Department thereupon agreed to the 


elimination of the entire section and we 
in turn advised Senator Sheppard and 
Senator Coolidge that the elimination of 
Section 6 would meet the objection of 
the National Guard. The bill as amended 
has now passed the Senate. 

We want your readers to understand 
that the National Guard of the United 
States has not opposed this legislation 
in any particular except indicated 
above. We repeat that this particular 
section in our opinion had no place in 
this bill, and had our representatives in 
the War Department been given an op- 
portunity to study this matter before the 
bill was presented to the Congress, this 
seemingly unnecessary delay would have 
been avoided. We realize the necessity 
of promotion legislation for the Army, 
and we earnestly hope remedial legisla- 
tion will be enacted for our Regular 
Army friends during this session of the 
Congress, 

With respect to H. R. 
a Bill designed by the

has arisen and, as reported in your 
columns last week, the War Department 
is opposed to the proposed legislation,

believing no changes are needed and

The provisions of this Bill in no wise 
affect the regular Army and only two 
provisions of the Bill can in any wise 
be said to affect the Officers Reserve 
Corps. Notwithstanding the position of 
the War Department as explained in a 
letter to Congressman McSwain by the 
Secretary of War, and by Brigadier Gen- 
eral Andrew D. Moses and Brigadier 


General (. D. Herron, and Colonel E. A. 
Myer, representing the War Department 
at the hearing, 


the facts are that the 





National Guard believes it important 
that the Bill be speedily enacted into 
luw and so stated in their presentation 
to the House Military Committee: 

With the exception of Section 6, which 
is upon the subject of National Guard 
caretakers and provides for the organi- 
zation of state pools, the remaining sec- 
tions are for the sole purpose of clarify- 
ing the language or overcoming rulings 
made by the Attorney General of the 


United States or the Judge Advocate 
General which precluded the National 
Guard from securing the full benefits 


designed and expected by the enactment 
of the law of June 15th, 1933. It will 
he recalled that prior to the enactment 
of that law federally recognized National 
Guard officers also held appointments 
und commissions in the Officers Reserve 
Corps and as such were available to the 
federal government in time of peace. It 
was not intended to disturb this avail- 
ability when the Nationa] Guard of the 
United States was created and National 
Guard officers transferred thereto. Llow- 
ever, the Judge Advocate General ruled 


that the moment National Guard offi- 
cers transferred from the Officers Re- 
serve Corps to the National Guard of 


the United States they are no longer 
available to be ordered to duty in time 
of peace. Section 1 designed solely 
to offset the opinion of the Judge Advo- 
cate General and to make the officers 
of the National Guard of the United 
States available in any emergency at 
any time. Section 2 is proposed in order 
that members of the National Guard 
who study and qualify themselves for 
appointments as Second Lieutenants in 
the National Guard of the United States 
may do so without being restricted to 
the needs of the Nationa] Guard at war 
strength. Today, under a ruling of the 
Attorney General of the United States, 
the National Guard of the United States 
is restricted in all grades to their bare 
needs for war expansion. The National 
Guard believes that too many officers in 
the junior grades can never be secured 
and Section 2 is designed solely to elimi- 
nate the restriction mentioned above and 
place the National Guard of the United 
States on an identical basis with the 
Officers Reserve Corps in this connection. 
When the Act of June 15th, 1933 was 
passed no one questioned the right of 
an officer of the National Guard to ad- 
minister the dual oath but immediately 
following the enactment of that law the 
National Guard was advised that the 
Judge Advocate General had unofficially 
rendered an opinion to the effect that 
National Guard officers could not legally 
administer the dual oath. Section 3 of 
HI. R. 5720 is designed to give, in specific 
language, the right to National Guard 
officers to administer the dual oath al- 
though they may not at the time be on 
active federal duty and also to validate 
all oaths previously administered. 
Section 4, if enacted into law, will 
werely permit officers of the National 
Guard of the United States who for busi- 
ness or other reasons are compelled to 
sever their connection with the active 
National Guard, to transfer to the in- 
active National Guard and remain in the 
National Guard of the United States in 
the same or lower grades, thereby mak- 
ing it possible for many efficient officers 


is 


to continue their availability to the 
federal government for an emergency. 


Section 5 is designed to make the Chief 
of the National Guard Bureau eligible 
for reappointment in a manner identical 
with that of the Chiefs of all other 
branches of the War Department. In 
enacting the law of June 15th, 19383 an 
error was made by the engrossing clerk 
of the Senate and this Section corrects 
that error. 

Section 6, as stated above, provides 
for pooling caretakers, and is designed 
solely to enable the states to look after 
federal property in a more efficient man- 
ner than is possible under the present 
law. 

Section 7 strikes the word “thereof” 
from Section 111 of the National De- 
fense Act. The present law provides in 
an emergency declared by Congress the 
President may order units, organiza- 
tions and members thereof of the Na- 
tional Guard of the United States to ac- 
tive duty. Section 7 changes this 





language so that it will read “units, or- 
ganizations and members of the National 
Guard of the United States”. This is 
designed in order to give the President 
the authority to order members of the 
National Guard of the United States 
who may not happen to belong to any 
unit or organization to active duty in a 
manner identical with those members of 
the National Guard of the United States 
whe are members of units. 

In the light of the above explanation 
those of us who represented the Na- 
tional Guard in this matter are at a loss 
to understand the opposition of the War 
Department. There is no jurisdiction for 
this opposition and believing the Na- 
tional Guard knows what is best for its 
proper administration we have deter- 
mined to press for immediate enactment 
of the provisions outlined above, solely 
for the renson that with the enactment 
of this legislation the National Guard 
of the United States will be in a better 
position to serve the government, either 
in peace or war. We sincerely regret 
that the War Department has seen fit 
to oppose the above clarifying sections. 
We are happy to state that with slight 
amendments to Section 1 and Section 3 


The Reserve Officers Association is in 
accord with our bill. We have agreed 
to the two slight amendments and as 


stated above we are asking Congress to 
enact this legislation without delay.
